: PROTEIN is the basic stuff of 
life, the building material of 

the body, required not only for 
growth and replacement.

cesses. Thus the body's need 
of it is constant in health and 
greatly increased in sickness. 
Injuries and operations also 
cause grent loss of protein from 
‘ the body. If it is not replaced 
at such times, the chances for 
recovery are greatly lessened. 


Under usual circumstances, 
the amount of protein in the 
body may be maintained ut 
normal by the use of a well- 
balanced diet containing about 
one gram of protein per day for 
each two pounds: of body 
weight... For example, a person 
weighing 160. pounds needs 75 
grams of protein.. Proteins are 
obtnined especially from such 
foods as meat, milk, .eggs, 
beans, peas, and whole-grain 
cereals, ; ;
